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Claims 1-32 are active. 

Claims 1-16 and 23-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to the recitation "and also enabling the port, when configured to 
support a wireless edge device, to automatically configure a wired edge device attached 
to the port to function as a wireless network access point" has no support in the 
specification. The switch (12) shown in Figure 1 is for configuring a wireless access 
point device when it is connected to the port. The switch does not configure a wired 
edge device to function as a wireless network access point. 

Claims 10-16 and 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jones (USP 6,1 37,802) in view of Kmack (USP 6,304,851 ). 

Interpretation of the Jones and the Kmack references have already been set forth 
in the last Office action. The interpretation is incorporated herein by reference thereto. 

In the communication filed on 1/22/2007, Applicants contended that the claim 
(claim 1) requires two levels of configuring, involving changes to other than end user 
devices. In the first level, the port of a network switch (not end user devices) is 
configured to support either a wireless edge device or a wired device. In the second 
level, operative when the port is configured to support a wireless edge device, a 
wireless edge devices, when attached to the port, is automatically configured so that it 
functions as a wireless network access point for one or more end user devices. The 
limitations are not found in the rejected claims. 
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Claims 1-9, 17-28 are allowed.
